Sunshine List 
numbers rise

More names were added to the 
Sunshine List in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury and Innisfil in 2014. 

Both municipalities had 22 
employees with salaries greater than 
$100,000. 

In Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury, town manager James Cur¬ 
rier was once again the top paid 
public servant with a salary of 
$190,388.64, an increase of nearly 
$10,000 over 2013. Innisfil’s chief 
administrative officer (CAO) John 
Skorobohacz was that municipal¬ 
ity’s highest paid employee, mak¬ 
ing $199,571.43, also an increase 
of nearly $10,000. 

Six additional Bradford West 
Gwillimbury employees had sala¬ 
ries greater than $150,000 in 2014, 
including fire chief Kevin Gallant, 
director of finance/treasurer Ian 
Goodfellow, director of leisure serv¬ 
ices Tom Graham, director of human 
resources Kelly Losak, director of 
planning and development services 
Geoff McKnight and director of legal 
services/clerk Rebecca Murphy. 

In Innisfil, a further three employ¬ 
ees were above the $150,000 thresh¬ 
old, including deputy CAO/town 
engineer Andrew Campbell, treas¬ 
ure/chief financial officer Lockie 
Davis and deputy CAO/town solici¬ 
tor Jason Reynar. 


also responsible for the 59 mem¬ 
bers of the South Simcoe Police 
Service who had salaries of more 
than $100,000 in 2014. The two 
highest paid police officers were 
deputy chief Allan Cheesman, 
who made $179,920.16, nearly

The province’s current plan 
is to first establish Ontario as a 
leader in climate change miti¬ 
gation and science. Ontario will 
redesign and build strong car¬ 
bon neutral economy, commu¬ 
nities, infrastructure and energy. 
Then Ontario will make sure to 
protect ecosystems. 

A major topic of discussion 
is carbon pricing. Ontario is 
still considering carbon tax and 
the negativity that may come 
forth with it. The cap and trade 
approach places a limit on the 
total emissions; the price being 
determined by the market, 
within a certain period of time. 
Another approach is letting the 
carbon taxes set the price, allow¬ 
ing reductions to very. With this 
approach, a charge is applied to 
each tonne of greenhouse gas 
emitted. There is no limit or cap 


The province is working to 
reduce its greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions by 15 per cent by 2020, 
expecting to achieve an 80 per 


cent reduction by 2050. The 
Green Careers Project is a local 
initiative that hopes to be at the 
forefront of making these a reality 
with career fairs and workshops 
this year. 

“The Ontario Government is 
hoping to bring in a variety of 
experienced and non-experi- 
enced workers.” Ainley said. "The 
Green Careers Project will open 
30 new jobs in the green economy 
and 24 that will be maintained.”

Wildrose defector 
learns tough lesson 


I f Canadians needed another 
lesson in political science, they 
got it in Alberta last weekend. 

While former Progressive 
Conservative MLA Brian Jean of 
Fort McMurray was winning the 
leadership of the Wildrose Party, 
its original leader and, only a 
short time ago, the presumed next 
premier of the province Danielle 
Smith, was going down to an 
ignominious defeat at a nomination 
meeting near Calgary. 

Smith and other disenchanted 
right-leaners formed Wildrose in 
response to Alison Redford’s Tories. 
Heading into the last provincial 
election, most pollsters picked 
Wildrose to form a government. A 
few ill-timed comments by some 
candidates near the end of the 
campaign gave Redford and the 
Tories another majority. 

After a series of scandals, Redford 
resigned and the party went old 
school, choosing former MP Jim 
Prentice as new leader and premier. 

Several Wildrosers, including 
Smith, crossed the floor to rejoin 
the PCs, citing getting the old band 
back together. 

On Saturday, Smith, ostensibly 
deputy-premier and second 
Tory banana, was seeking the 
PC nomination in the Calgary- 


area riding of Highwood. She 
was defeated by Okotoks town 
councillor Carrie Fischer. 

It is the perfect example of how 
not to play politics, including a 
tweet to a reporter to "piss off” for 
which she later had to apologize. 

There are generally four kinds of 
voters: The ambivalent who rarely 
vote; those who vote for their 
party no matter the candidate; 
those who vote for their favourite 
candidate no matter the party; 
and those who measure the 
candidate and party to decide. It 
seems none of them appreciate 
floor-crossers. 

Those who are booted from 
caucus because they polled their 
constituents and cannot support 
the government’s actions, can sit as 
independents and survive. Those 
who leave from a party and resign 
their seat can get re-elected. 

But mid-stream floor-crossers 
have and always will be seen 
as political opportunists only 
concerned for their own careers 
and opportunities and not about 
the people. In a profession where 
there already is a cynical stereotype 
when it comes to integrity, actions 
like Smith’s do not help. 

Smith learned that lesson, again, 
the hard way.

ground will be broken at 
Bradford District High 
School so students can regu¬ 
larly break ground. 

An outdoor community gar¬ 
den has been approved for 
construction at the rear of the 
school, in the technology corri¬ 
dor, off of the hospitality class¬ 
room. The garden will compli¬ 
ment the greenhouse located 
at the front of the school, where 
plants and vegetables are grown 
by BDHS students. 

Jon Sweeney, co-op 
teacher at BDHS, along with 
Sherry Morrow, educational 
assistant, have been in the 
planning stages for the gar¬ 
den for about a year-and- 
a-half. After applying to a 
number of different agen¬ 
cies, the wheels are finally in 
motion to bring this unique 
education opportunity to the 
Bradford students. 

The garden will feature a 
number of 2x4 foot raised 
beds with new soil, all fenced 
in. The school has funding 
approval currently for the 
raised beds and hopefully for 
a chain link fence to surround 
the garden, Sweeney said. 

In the past, he added, 

as Bradford Rental, have pro¬ 
vided a tremendous amount 
of assistance. This project is 
no different, as already Tim- 
Br-Mart has come on board 
to supply the wood required 
for construction. 

“We don’t have any other 
funding for any of the soil yet, 
we don’t have funding for 
the wheelbarrows... a shed," 
Sweeney said. “But it’s a start” 

Sweeney feels the garden 
is an opportunity to help the 
community grow together - 
in more ways than one. 

“If you build it, they will 
come,” he said “We haven't 
really advertised yet, but we 
would like the community 
to take part.” 

Sweeney envisions local 
groups, such as the Horti¬ 
cultural Society, and service 
groups, such as the Lions Club, 
taking an active role in the gar¬ 
den, making it a place the entire 
community can utilize. 

First and foremost though, 
the garden is a way to expand 
the educational opportuni¬ 
ties afforded to students at 
BDHS. The food produced 
by the garden will be used 
to enhance existing courses, 
such as hospitality and tour¬ 
ism, as items grown in the 
garden, such as carrots or 
turnips, can be used by the 


students of the school. 

As well, it can help con¬ 
tinue the evolution of the 
horticultural offerings at 
BDHS, from the science class 
to the greenhouse. 

The greenhouse program 
today is the brainchild of 
Morrow. During the past 
few school years, she has 
watched the program grow 
dramatically, expanding to 
the point where more than 
1,000 items are being grown 
and cultivated at BDHS dur¬ 
ing the school year. 

Currendy, 11 students are 
involved in the greenhouse 
on a daily basis. The program 
has been operational during 
school hours for the last three 
years, featuring students from 
the life skills department, as 
well as students in co-op 
placements and those bound 


for university. 

“We have students that 
excel from that because it’s a 
different form of education,” 

students are actually in there 
earning credits. The Life 
Skills kids, it’s not for credit, 
it’s for experience.” 

Morrow first would bring 
in interested students after 
school hours to work on the 
plants and vegetables being 
grown, before the green¬ 
house took its current shape. 
Every May, before the Victo¬ 
ria Day weekend, the year’s 
bounty is sold off to teach¬ 
ers, students and their fam¬ 
ilies, before the community 
is invited in as well. Work is 
continuously occurring, as 
new plants are being grown 
from the seeds of the mature 
ones in bloom. 


Where Morrow once had 
to watch over the students 
diligently, they now have 
learned so much about horti¬ 
culture that they can be sent 
to a task nearly the minute 
they walk in the door. 

“As we’ve been doing this 
program, the students are get¬ 
ting better at understanding 
the process (of growing),” Mor¬ 
row said. “They’re learning 
each step to grow the plants. 
From the very moment we get 
the soil until to what we have 
to do get it ready, how we have 
to do the seed planting, how 
we transplant seedlings.” 

Sweeny and Morrow are 
hopeful construction of the 
outdoor garden will begin in 
a few weeks.

Dorothy has spent a lifetime 


tory, authorship and research, 
much of which focused on 
aspects of food including food 
as medicine. She began her 
talk by detailing the medical 
knowledge practiced by the 
First Nations using plants and 


practices which stemmed 
from their fundamental beliefs 
that all plants are sacred and 
have a purpose. Plants related 
to body parts in either color 
or shape - e.g. yellow plants 
cured jaundice or plantain 
leaves alleviated foot ailments 
- provided a basis for treat¬ 
ment Certain foods and activ¬ 
ities prevented illness such as 
the first sap of the maple tree, 
sweat baths or visiting places 
ofhealing. 

Along with the arrival of 
Europeans came medical reci¬ 
pes often based on national 
foods. For example, Irish 
immigrants used potatoes to 
cure bums, asthma, fevers, 
arthritis and freckles! Women 
were generally the practi¬ 
tioners. Using recipes made 
from common ingredients 
along with the skills to admin¬ 


ister them, they treated their 
families and neighbours. Herb 
gardens supplemented their 
arsenal of cures. Often they 
delivered babies with little 
training, except experience. 

Medical doctors did accom¬ 
pany the Fur Brigades, and 
were active during the War 
of 1812, but their medical 
training was primitive and 
their diagnoses were based on 
the sight, sound and smell of 
patients, not on a knowledge 
ofthecausesofdisease. Such 
treatment as purges and 
bleeding or medicines such 
as mercury were often fatal. 
The sick often sought healing 
springs or gifted local curers 
such as Ann Preston at Ann's 
Well at Thornhill. 

Even during prohibition, 
“taking spirits” was an allowed 
form of disease prevention. 


Spring tonics to cleanse the 
body ranged from sulphur 
and molasses to rhubarb 
and asparagus. Sliced onions 
purified the air and guarded 
against diphtheria, pneumo¬ 
nia and the ague. 

April’s meeting will deal 
with a much different topic - 
what happened to the rebels 
who were captured in the 
year after the 1837 rebellion, 
especially those who were 
transported to Tasmania. Dr 
John Carter has travelled there 
nine times researching their 
destiny. He will share his find¬ 
ings April 20 at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Tec We Gwffl Hall, Newton 
Robinson.

This will be the first time 
that Honda Canada will 
export vehicles to Europe.

Harper was on hand for the

Trade, Ed Fast, Simcoe-Grey

Honda officials say the export 
plan leverages Honda's previ¬ 
ous investment announcement 
and does not requite significant 
capital investment 

The creation of new jobs 
will be "modest’; according 
to a company statement. It 
did not specify how many 
jobs that would be. 

Last year, Honda 
announced an $857-million 
investment over three years 
to innovate its Canadian 
facilities with new technolo¬ 
gies and processes, as it pre¬ 
pares for production as the 
global lead plant for the next 
generation Honda Civic. 

“Honda is thrilled to once 
again have good news for 
automotive manufacturing 
in Canada by broadening 
our production portfolio to 
include exports to the Euro¬ 


pean market,” said Honda 
Canada president and CEO 
Jerry Chenkin. “We are so 
proud that our Canadian 
associates have the reputa¬ 
tion of producing high qual¬ 
ity vehicles that will meet 
the needs of the discerning 
European customer." 

Chenkin said the new 
opportunities will open new 
markets and help keep the 
company competitive in the 

“The negotiation of a free 
trade agreement with Europe 
by the Government of Can¬ 
ada under CETA (Canada- 
European Union Compre¬ 
hensive Economic and Trade 
Agreement) was a catalyst 
for our decision to export 
CR-Vs,” he added. 

Harper said his govern¬ 
ment wants to ensure Cana¬ 
dian businesses and inves¬ 
tors have market access to 
remain globally competitive. 

“Today’s announcement is 
significant for Canada’s auto¬ 
motive and advanced manu¬ 
facturing industry,” he said. 

“Honda’s decision to build 
its next-generation of EU-des- 
tined CR-Vs in Canada is a 
result of the historic free trade 
agreement we reached with 
the EU, which provides prefer¬ 
ential market access to a half¬ 
billion new customers.” 

Harper — speaking to 
invited guests and surrounded 
by 100 or more Honda 'asso¬ 
ciates’ — said one Canadian 
job in five depends directly 


on exports and that export- 
related jobs are overwhelm¬ 
ingly good jobs. 

"They're jobs like yours, 
requiring above-average 
skills that pay above-average 
wages. And the benefits of 
good, export-related jobs are 
felt through the entire com- 

for other Canadians,” he said. 
“That’s especially true for 
your many suppliers - some 
of whom are with us today - 
and the Canadians who work 
for them.” 

Under the Canada-EU 
Trade Agreement, the Euro¬ 
pean Union will eliminate 
the 10% tariff on passenger 
vehicles, providing Canada's 
auto makers with a competi¬ 
tive advantage in the EU mar¬ 
ket.

Mason Anderson is a happy, 
iunny little guy with a smile that can 
meftyour heart 

The good-natured tot's outgoing 
personality masks a tortuous four 
years that began Ian. 24,2011—the 
day he was bom. One of three tri¬ 
plets, Mason weighed less than three 
pounds and, like his sisters, Jaida 
and Whitney, he required ventila¬ 
tion tn breathe and feeding tubes for 
nutrition. 

Three days into life, Mason suf¬ 
fered a brain hemorrhage that left 
the right side of his brain severely 
damaged. He developed hydro- 


— twice. It would get worse before 
it would get better. When he was 
one, he was diagnosed with cerebral 
palsy (CP). 

"Every day, in my mind, over and 
over again, I replay what the doctor 
said after his brain surgery: He told 
me he would never walk, he would 
never talk... he’d never be able to 
smile,” recalled a tearful Carlene 
Anderson. “I didn’t believe it” 

She and her husband, Kevin, and 
her lather have refused to accept that 
diagnosis. They have been steadfast 
in their belief Mason would defy the 
odds. And their dedication and per¬ 
severance have paid off 

Today, Mason talks, smiles, can 
walk with a walker, attends pre¬ 
school with his sisters and, like the 
rest of his family, hopes to walk on 
his own some day. Carlene has more 
than hope: "IknowhewillwaJk.” 

Her faith is twofold; she has seen 
her hard-working son push himself 
in the conductive education therapy 
that has changed his life and she dis- 


revolutionary surgery allows patients 
like Mason to walk. 

Dr. T. S. Park and his team have 
performed the surgery — selective 
dorsal rhizotomy — at Children's 
Hospital in St Louis on 3,000 care¬ 
fully selected kids like Mason. He has 
a 100% success rate; each patient has 
been able to walk after the surgery. 

"Basically, when you have CP, 
your muscles are always tight,” 
explainedAnderson. “Mason'stoes, 
for example, are always pointed 
straight down. In this surgery, the 
doctortests the spasticityofthe mus¬ 
cles in the spinal cord and removes 
the spastic muscles.” 

While the surgery is comprehen¬ 
sive and complicated—Mason will 
be at the hospital in St. Louis for 
almost a month—the ensuing regi¬ 
men of therapy and rehabilitation is 
just as critical 

"They will only accept a child if 
that child is a fighter, someone who 
is motivated to work hard in therapy 
and rehab,” Anderson said, noting 
Mason is dogged; he has proven that 
over and over during challenging 
conductive education therapy.

sions and camps and I really credit 
that to where's he at today)' she said. 

Twice, Mason has participated 
in five-week conductive educa¬ 
tion camps, where he learned, for 
example, to move the muscles in his 
mouth. It's why he is able to talk and 
smile. While it has paid off, it was 
costly. Each live-week session cost 
$10,000. 

But that pales in comparison to 
the surgery he will undergo in St 
Louis. His hospital stay and medical 
treatment come with a $65,000price 
tag. That does not indude travel costs 
or costs for the family to be with him. 
None of it is covered by insurance. 

"How do you put a price tag on 
Mason's ability to walk? His inde¬ 
pendence?” she asked. “I justwant 
to walk into a grocery store and have 
Mason walk beside me... The doc¬ 
tor says he will be able to walk on his 
own after this surgery. That's what 
we’re trying to focus on — not the 
cost” 

Several fundraisers have been 
planned to help the family. In addi¬ 
tion to the triplets, Kevin and Car¬ 
lene have two older children: Jakob, 
14, and Paige, 17. Kevin works at 
Crate’s Lake Country Boats as a 
marine mechanic, while Carlene is a 
supply teacher 

"The community has been so 
supportive. It means so much to us,” 
saidAnderson. "We’ve exhausted all 


our bank options... We just take one 
step at a time. Mason needs this sur¬ 
gery and we will find away to do it” 

While tentatively scheduled for 
December, Anderson is hopefiil the 
surgery can be moved up to Septem¬ 
ber; she doesn'twant Mason to miss 
too much school, as he and his sis¬ 
ters will start junior kindergarten at 
Notre Dame Catholic School in the 
fall 

"Mason, like all of us, is excited 
about the surgery,” saidAnderson. 
“He asked me the other day: 'Mom, 
do you think I will be able to walk 
backwards?’He is an amazing kid... 
ail inspiration:" 

During the surgery, Carlene, 
Kevin and Carlene's dad — Mason's 
"best friend” — will be at the hospi- 
taL While Kevin will have to return 
home to work and look after the 
family, Carlene said she “won't leave 
Mason's side.” 

Since Mason's birth, his mom has 
been his biggest advocate—seeking 


ing journals, taking him to, on aver¬ 
age, three appointments each week 
and doggedly looking for ways to 
improve Mason's health. 

"We’re just doing what any par¬ 
ents would do in this situation," she 
said.'We owe it to him.”
